For it is the selfishness of mankind th at made war and creat-| 
ed a disaster so great in every departm ent of human energy’ th a t1 
all forms of it were thrown out of balance. 
It is the selfishness of mankind th at destroys food and money 
value, and wage earning value, and property and human life. 
It is the selfishness of humanity that puts fictitious values 
on men and m aterials, counting the m aterials as of more worth 
than souls. And th at one thing in itself creates panic and money 
losses and business depression. 
It takes the civilized world a long time to learn the lesson 
th a t all its troubles in the business world spring directly from 
mankind’s own selfish acts.—Christian Herald.
